San FRANCISCO, Cal., Nov. 13.—The steamer 
China arrived early this morning from Yoko- 
hama and Hong Kong, via Honolulu. Up to

stractions from President Oleveland, con- 


sequently there was no disorder of any kind. 

‘The new Minister arrived early on the 
morning of Nov. 4 and went directly 
to the Hawallan hotel at which Commissioner 
Biount had his headquarters. He refused to 
see reporters until Monday, as he was ili 
from the effects of travel. on Sunday and 
Monday the Minister remained at the hotel 
resting, while the people of Honolulu won- 
dered what he was going to do. 

On Monday morning, Nov. 6, Minister Wil- 
lis submitted to an interview and his re- 
marks left no doubt that he is duly accfed~- 
ited to the Provisional Government. 

He said: I am sorry I can say nothing on 
the political question at the present time, In 
the course of the morning I intend to ad- 
dress your Minister of Foreign Affairs ask- 
ing when it will suit the convenience of 
President Dole to receive my credentials 
from the United States. Atthesame time I 
shall send him a manuscript copy of the re- 
marks 1 intend to deiiver on the occasion 
of my presentation to him. This is my first 
experience in diplomatic matters, but I un- 
derstand such to be the custom. Whenever 
the President notifies me of his readiness to 
receive mel shali be on hana. Under the 
circumstances it would be an act of discour- 
tesy to the Hawallan Government to discuss 


the — situation at the present time. 
MEETING ARRANGED. 


President 8 promptly replied to Minis- 
tor Willis’ note and it was arranged that the 
United States Envoy would present his cre- 
dentials to the Provisional Government at 
u o’clock Tuesday morning. Tuesday morn-

on the occasion of his first 
meeting with the representatives of 
the Provisional Government. He positively 
declined to state when he would make his 
official communication from the United 
States Government tothe Hawallan authori- 
ties. At the time of the last interview prep- 
arations were making for ‘the 
salling of the steamer Onma 
for San Francisco. The next steamer, 
the Australia, sailed Saturday, Nov. 11. Min- 
ister Williseven refused to say whether the 
exact nature of his mission to Hawall would 
vo made known before that date. ! 

The steamer China put to sea Detween 11 
o’clock and noon Tuesday morning. Late 
Sunday night, Nov. 6, there was a large 
gathering at the house of Mr, Widerman, 
one of the Queen’s supporters. 
The gathering was attended solely 
by men in sympathy with the cause of 
the ex-Qeen. The ex- Queen had passed 
word around among her supporters that she 
was to be restored to the throne Wednesday, 
Nov. 8, the day following the departure of 
the steamer China for San Francisco, It was 
reported that the gathering at Mr. Wider- 
man’s house was of the nature of a jubilee. 

The steamer China did not dock until 10 
o’ciock this morning, owing to the low tide. 
She arrived two days ‘hhead of time, her 
quick trip being due to favorable weather.

WILLIS' INSTRUCTIONS. 


The Action Our Minister Has Probably 
Taken in the Hawaii Matter. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 18.—The one im- 
portant thing touching the policy of the Ad- 
ministration in dealing withthe Hawalian 
question, which Secretary Gresham failed 
to reveal in his letter to the President, is the 
instructions which the Sstate Department 
gave to our new Minister to the island, Mr. 
Alfred 8. Willis, who Was due to arrive there 
on the th inst., ana who, in all 
probability, has before this time car 
ried those instructions into execution. 
News of what Mr. Willis has done, and the 
effect of his action, will not reach here Before 
Saturday next, when a ship is due to arrive 
at San Francisco from Honolulu. 

One thing, however, may be set down as 
certain to dave already taken place. Min- 


| ister Willis, according to his instructions, 


has by this time formally declined the propo- 
sition of the provisional government to 
annex the Hawalian islands to the United 
States. He has advised President Dole that 


this country will not negotiate with the 


government for any terms of 
union between the two countries because the 
present Administration disavows the acts of 
Mimister Stevens and Capt. Witze which 
made the existence of the provisional gov- 
ernment possible. 

The full significance of this will not be ap- 
preciated until the following extracts from 
the proclamation deposing the Queen and 
establishing the provisional government, 16.

THE CREDENTIALS BLOUNT @RESENTED, 

One phase of the Hawallan question which 
receives much discussion is the action of 
the Cleveland Administration in recognizing 
the Provisional Government, by sending 
representatives to it and then proceeding to 
destroy it aud ereet another in its stead. 
In this connection the credentials Oleve - 
land’s special commissioner bore to Prest- 
dent Dole, and which gained for him the 
title of Paramount Blount, are tnterest- 
ing. Here is a copy of the document. It 
was an autograph letter from President 
Cleveland, and is a rather unique official 
paper: 

Grover Cleveland, President of the United States

James H. Blount, one of our distinguished citizens, 
as my Special Commissioner to visit the Hawalian 
Islands and make a report to me concerning the 
present status efaffairsin that country. He is well 
informed of our sincere desire to cultivate and main- 
tain to the fullest extent the friendship which has so 
long subsisted between the two countries, and in all 
the Government 
of the Hawallan Islands his authority is 
paramount. My knowledge of his high character 
and ability gives me entire confidence that he will 
use every endeavor to advance the interest and pros- 
perity of both Governments, and so render himself 
acceptable to your excellency. 

I therefore request yeur excellency to receive 
him favorably ana to give full credence to what he 
shall say on the part of the United States and to the 
assurances which I have charged him to convey to 
you of the best wishes of this Gorernment for the 
prosperity of the Hewalian Islands. 

May God have your exceliency in his wise keep- 
ing.

Vincll, who was a very prominent inner-cir- 
cle man of the @nti-Catholic society, suc- 
ceeded Glancies ag State President of 
the organization, This fact has leaked 
out in the past few days 
and letter-buads or the order 
with the doctor’g name on them as Deputy 
President have found their way into the 
hands of liberal Protestants belonging to the 
A. O. U. W. Fifty per cent of the 15,000 mem · 
bers of the order in St. Louls are men who 
are believers inthe Catholic faith. Fully 75 
per cent of the remainder are men who, while 
not Catholics, afe too liberal-minded to be- 
long to or be in r mpathy with the A. P. A. 
Of the remaining 12 per cent of the order 
but few belong to the society of which Dr. 
Vincil isnow tie chief State officer. The 
liberal Protestants ot the A. O. U. W,. feel 
that Dr. Vineu 's joining the A, P. A. is @ vio- 
lation of the obligation which he voluntarily 
assumed when he became a member of the 
former order. The obligation of the A. O. U. 
W. is very similar to that of 
many other organizations bonded to- 
ether for fraternal and benefit pur 
poses. The @andidate when initiated 
obligates himself to fraternize with the mem- 
bers of the order and treat them all as 
brothers. He also pledges himself to lend 
his aid and assistance in hours of need and 
in other ways contribute as much as in his 
power without injury to himself or others, 
whatever may benefit a brother, 

It is a genef®hF understood thing in an 
secret societies like the A. O. U. W., Nation- 
al Union, Royal Arcanum and others 
that when all things are equal 
the brother in the lodge gets 
the benefit ofa vacancy or position of any 
kind which another brother has at his dis- 
posal. This one fact alone has brought all 
the orders to the position they occupy and 
caused them to be known as fraternal orders. 
The A. O. U. W. stands at the head of the list 
among suctt orders. 

VINCIL’S ANOMALOUS POSITION.

WORK IN OKLAHOMA. 


The Methodist Missionary Votes $15,000 
to Be Expended in That Territory. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Nov. 13.—Oklahoma 
was the subject of a very interesting discus- 
sion at to-day’s session of the General Meth- 
odist Missionary Society. In view of the 
largely increased population there it 
was decided to devote $15, 000 to 
the work in that Territory.

THE HAWAIIAN REVOLUTION. 


The jingoes and spectacular patriots will 
be very much dissatisfied with the Presi- 
dent’s anti-annexation policy, but the 
more sober-minded element will heartily 
approve his honest and temperate treat- 
ment of one of the burdens bequeathed 
him by the Harrison Administration. 

The facts brought out by Mr. Blount’s 
investigation show beyond a reasonable 
doubt that the American Minister at Hono- 
lulu gave all the power they acquired to 
the members of the so-called Provisional 
Government. They show that the revolu- 
tion was accomplished by means of 
American military force and that 
the Queen yielded, not to the 
revolutionists, but to the superior power 
ofthe United States. Minister Stevens 
was the executive of the revolution. With- 
out him it would not have been considered 
practicable; without him it would not have 
been successful. All the facts point to the 
American Minister asthe main reliance if 
not the guide of the cabal, and there is 
evidence enough that back of him were 
others of higher rank in the United States 
Government. The revolution was an in- 
ternational outrage, a disgrace to the 
United States and afoul wrong toa weak 
but friendly people. 

The President's desire to right the 
wrong is naturaland praiseworthy. But 
grave questions will be raised by an at- 
tempt to restore the Queen. The Provis- 
ional Government has been recognized by 
the United States, and has acquired a 
status as a Government de facto. If this 
Government is overturned will it not con- 
stitute an act of war? The power to de- 
clare war rests with Oongress, and it 
might give rise to serious complications 
should the Administration begin hostili- 
ties without previous sanction of the na- 
tional legislature. 

It may be possible, however; to accom- 
plish the same result by different means. 
The Provisional Government has never 
shown any great confidence in its own 
strength. It has always relied upon the 
support of the United States. This with- 
drawn and the pecple of the islands given 
to understand that they may have the kind 
of government they want, it is probable 
that the Stevens-Thurston-Dole com- 
bination would dissolve without a strug- 
gle. The American Government can best 
maintain and justify the Monroe doctrine 
by saying hands off’’ to all foreign 
powers and interfering in Hawaiian af- 
fairs no further than may be necessary to 
uphold the right of the Hawaiians to gov- 
ern themselves in their own way.

THE BANDITS ROBBED A PASSER-BY 
WHILE WAITING. 


This Spoiled Their Scheme of Murder 
and Piunder—The News Was Tele- 
graphed Along the Line and a De- 
tached Locomotive Was Sent Ahead 
to the Point Where the Rails Had 
Been Tampered With—Crime. | 


Worrutncror, Minn., Nov. 18.—Late last 
night a gang of robbers attempted to wreck 
the Omaha passenger train, supposedly for 
the purpose of robdery. 

The track was spiked so as to throw the 
train from the rails. 4 

While awaiting its arrivalthe gang held 
up, shot and robbed a passer-by. 

This fact was telegraphed down the road 
and put the railroad officiais on their guard. 
An engine sent before the regular train 
found the track spiked. 

The train was that from sioux Clty, due at 
Worthington at 1:4 a. m. After leaving 
Sioux Falls Juaction the track passes down a 
very heavy grade, on either side of which is 
& steep embankment. On this grade ten 
spikes bad been drawn from the rails by a 
ta iſx of men intent on wreck and robbery. 

It appears that a farmer living about three 
miles from the junction, who dad been to 
Worthington to get $350 shortly before dark, 
started for home. 


About half a mile from the janction a gang 


of men working on the track called for him 
to halt, and on his refusal, opened fire on 
him, wounding him in the leg. When he 
recovered consciousness he was minus his 
cash, 

He raised the alarm, and section men sent 
alongthe track found the spikes drawn at 
the most dangerous point on the road. 

The robbers evidently counted on the con- 
fusion to loot the train. 

No trace of the gang could be found. 


VICTIMS OF A DOUBLE TRAGEDY.

FOR THE TEETH. 


| Some Good Rules to Follow in the Care 
: of Them. 


One of the most skillful dental surgeon in 
New York gives these rules for the care of 
the teeth: 

**Use a soft brush and water the tempera- 
ture of the mouth. Brush the teeth up and 
down in the morning, before going to bed 
and after eating, whether it is three or six 
times a day. Use a good tooth powder twice 


a week, not oftener, except in case of sick- 
ness, when the acids from a disordered stom- 
ach are apt ta have an unwholesome effect 
upon the dentine. 

‘*AYV void ail toothpastes and dentifrices that 
foam in the mouth; the lather is a sure sign 
of soap, and soap injures the gums, without 
in any way cleansing the teeth. 

»The very best powder is of precipitated“ 
chalk; it is absolutely harmless and will 
clean the ename! without affecting the gums. 
Orris root or a little wintergreen added gives 
a cmon flavor, but inno way improves 
the chalk. 

At least a quart of tepid water should de 
used in rinsing the mouth. A teaspoonful of 
listerine in halfa glass of water used asa 
gargle after meals is excellent; it is good for 
sore or lose gums; itsweetens the mouth, 
and is a valuable antiseptic. 

‘*Ooarse, hard brushes and soapy denti- 

frices cause the gums to recede, leaving the 
entine exposed. 


Use a quill pick if necessary after eating, 


but a plece of waxed floss is better. 
These rules are worth heeding.

WORLD'S FAIR MEDALS. 


Successful Exhibitors Complaining Bit> 
terly About Delay. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—There is much 
complaint among exhibitors over the great 
delay in awarding the World’s Fair medals 
to the successful competitors. Congress- 
men have received numerous letters on the 
subject, but inquiry at the Treasury De- 


partment does not reveal any indications 
that the medals will be ready for distribu- 
tion for several months. As many of the 
exhibitors expect to make the most of thoir 
medals in an advertising way, some of them 
desiring to incorporate the design in new 
trade-marks to be adopted, they complain 
that the great delay willrob them of much 
of the commercial advantage which they 
expected to reap in returns for the heavy 
ex ae involved in making a Worid’s Fair 
exhibit. 

The design prepared by st. Gaudens for the 
official medals has not yet been awarded and 
itis still uncertain whether the work may 
not be done by the United States mint. The 
plan ofthe Treasury officials, which is very 
detailed and contemplates medals of ele- 
gant 1 would require four or 
five months, as it would necessitate the 
stamping of some of the medals 400 or 500 
times. But a cheaper process of manufac 
ture has been suggested which would make 
it possible toturn out the 25,000 in a few 
weeks. This does not meet with much favdr, 
however, and unless the indignant exhib- 
itors bringthe matterto the attention of 
Congress it is not likely the medals will be 
ready before next summer. The Treasury 
Department suggests that the delay is at- 
tributable to Mr. Thacher or the designer, 
who should have furnished the designsa 
month agoin orderthat the manufacture 
might have begun at a much earlier date.
